The latest Mellop-melodrama will probably require a good deal of explana- 
tion for the younger readers. Father Mellop notes that water taken from a brook at 
their picnic tastes oily. At the library Mr. Mellop ascertains that there is indeed 
oil in the region. So the family constructs a derrick and a drill and in time they 
strike oil. But a careless driver flicks a cigar from his car which starts a forest 
fire. Mrs. Mellop escapes the fire under a waterfall. The family decides to leave 
oil-drilling to professionals. We doubt that little children who are the Mellop- 
audience know enough about oil, etc., to understand the story without exhaustive 
explanation by a nearby adult.

* Mr. Charlie of chicken house and gas station fame goes his giddy way again. 
Where there is a fire, there is Charlie -- a member of the Fire Bell Club. Charlie 
comes to the rescue right behind the engines and the fire chief when a conflagration 
starts at the local grocery store -- just in time to be doused by a careless fireman. 
Next they direct the stream at the interior of the grocery store, where it hits all 
the soap powder with inevitable suds and bubble trouble. With Charlie's help the 
force rescued old Mr. Popaway who lives over the store. Then the rescuers and the 
Fire Bell Club celebrate with chocolate cake. Most children love fire-engines and 
in the first two grades they often visit the fire house in connection with units on 
community helpers -- so this should evoke enthusiastic support from younger listeners.

* The daily heroics of a king-size Saint Bernard are proudly chronicled by his 
small boy owner, who relates the dog's bravery in rescuing his own sailboat, in saving a 
bird from an approaching train, and even in scaring a roaring lion at the zoo. Boy and 
dog march in a parade and later follow the engines to a fire where the Saint Bernard rushes 
into a building and drops a kitten into the safety net. Paul Galdone makes the most of 
the strong pictorial appeal of the principals, creating a flopsy, friendly, courageous 
beast and a doting, very-much-impressed small owner. Another plus -- it's told in smooth

: Perhaps we are reading into this story a symbolism that is not intended, but it 
seems to this reader that this is the perfect story to give to a child who is suffering 
from a sense of displacement after the birth of a new baby. Possibly this is almost too 
artfully told to carry the message, but it is in its own right an appealing, original tale. 
The feline felicity of the cat, Great Gravity, is shattered when his owners have a baby. 
There were diapers in the corners of the New York apartment that he had considered his own. 
There were no more chicken livers cooked to order. So in a huff, he went to Central Park 
to scramble for existence. His first hunting expedition marooned him in a treetop, and 
when his owner came to the rescue, Great Gravity decided to give him another try. Perhaps 
he and the baby could together run the parents.... There's a subtlety and sophistication 
that youngsters may miss, but third graders could read it to themselves, and adults and 
children will enjoy reading it together.

They are good stories, all, ten 
of them; the retelling has put them on a good level for first reading aloud or story 
telling- with no real fears resulting; the length varies- for family consumption. 
But- and perhaps this reader will be in a minority- the stark, outsize illustrations 
in bold line by Gioia Fiammenghi, strike a false note for a "first" introduction to 
fairy tales.

ONCE THERE WAS A GENERAL Cloth; $1.50 


A miniscule allegory, with woodcuts by the author, this tiny book contains 
just a hundred words. The general had 10 cannons, 30 horses, 100 soldiers, a big 
pile of cannon balls and one daisy. Soon the general had more cannons, more soldiers, 
etc., and two daisies, then more cannons, more soldiers and three daisies. But no 
wars. So he needed fewer cannons, fewer soldiers, fewer cannon balls, fewer horses 
and he found he had a whole field of daisies. A parable of disarmament with calli- 
graphic black and white illustrations showing the progressive increase and decrease 
of armaments- and a field of daisies abloom. The message here may be too obscure 
for young readers, but the repetition of elements and the pictures of the military 
motifs might intrigue little boys.

THE TIPTOP WISH Cloth; $2.50 


The story of twins, Poppy and Flip, follows the axiom that the shortest 
distance between two points is a straight line. They make a wish to go to the beach 
for the summer. Father says he can't afford to take them. So they surreptitiously 
write to Aunt Alice, arranging to swap their city house for her cottage for the 
summer. Aunt Alice agrees. While the children await her reply readers meet the 
neighbors, a group of characters whose dullness is not alleviated by the author's 
whimsical treatment. Paul Galdone's illustrations are skillfull, but he didn't have 
much story to work on.

Kathy Simpson wanted desperately to make little Lisa Czujak, the Hungarian 
refugee who was new in her class, feel at home. Lisa and her mother stayed in the 
gloomy old house of Mrs. Prescott. Kathy envied more fortunate girls in the class, 
who could invite Lisa to the Beach Club. But at the birthday party for Lisa, Kathy 
gave the best present -- a Hungarian peasant doll she had made herself. And when 
Mrs. Prescott's doctor says that the old lady must have absolute quiet, Kathy braves 
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~ 


the doughty old dowager and secures use of the old cottage on the Prescott estate to 


house Lisa, her mother and the little doll, Henrietta. Unfortunately, the story gets off 
to a slow start, taking too long to introduce the crisis. The illustrations are scratchy 
black and white sketches by Lisl Weil which do nothing to enhance the appeal of the story.

TAKAO AND GRANDFATHER'S SWORD Cloth; $2.50 


* It was indirectly Takao's fault when his father's pottery kiln started a fire. 
How would his father meet the order he had taken for twenty five tea sets? Mr. Kato, 
the dealer who had ordered them, was. vengeful and threatened to turn all the merchants 
against father's business. Takao secretly took the family heirloom, his father's grand- 
father's sword, to the mysterious man who lived in darkness in the strange house on the 
hill. It was a daring thing for a small boy to do. But his initiative was rewarded 
when the pottery business was restored and Mr. Kato was exposed as an unethical opportu- 
nist. Style and story are a harmonious whole here -- a polished brief and believable 
episode which could work in very neatly with third or fourth grade studies of Japan. 
William M. Hutchinson, the illustrator, proves himself a master draughtsman here with 
controlled black and white line drawings. His drawings are a joy- hinting at the 
legendary loveliness of Japan, and rendering the urgency ‘of one small boy's need to help 
his family.

The community of living things which thrive in -the lake is explored in a style 
similar to those of earlier Selsam books, See Through the Sea, See Through the Forest 
and See Through the Jungle. From the minerals on the floor of the lake, algae, water 
fleas, protozoa, insects, frogs, small and large fish find sustenance. Aquatic acquaint- 
ances, new and familiar, presented for neophyte naturalists. Illustrated more informa- 
tively than artistically by Winifred Lubell.

* A little more action than many easy-reading stories plus subject matter appeal- 
ing to the child who rejects books to be out-of-doors, makes this good bait for many 
reluctant readers. Jerry is downhearted at the dude ranch. Though he longs to ride like 


an Indian of yore, his beginner's mount, Old Applesauce, moves so languidly that he is the 


laughing stock of others in the group. But Sam, an Indian boy, confides that Old Apple- 
sauce is really an Apaloosa and can be trained to compete with the best horses at the 
ranch. Jerry and Sam become blood brothers and at the finish line on race day Jerry, 
Sam and Old Applesauce have the last laugh. The black and white illustrations by Wesley

more voyage. But he needed Miss Tansie's cat, Thomas, to keep rats off his ship, the 
Fortune. Thomas proves himself the most versatile member of the crew in a series of 
truly fresh, wonderfully original episodes. The crew consists of characters worthy of 
Gilbert and Sullivan- Mr. Heave and Mr. Hoe among others. Thomas' adventures acquire 
momentum at ports of call- in Mumbo Jumbo, North Africa and on the cannibal island where 
he bests King Hullaballoo and cures a cannibal princess of the measles. His exotic ad- 
ventures climax gloriously as he shows up the predatory Widow Sweet, who has set her cap 
for Captain Crabbe.

Turkeys 
disappeared at the Morse farm and Pee Wee told the police he had seen a big black 
dog skulking about. Benjamin Big's reputation was good for he had rescued a missing 
child lost in the mountains, but Tim despaired when the dog disappeared completely. 
The marauder at the Morse farm is identified -- a big black renegade fox -- and 
Ben jamin Big is returned to a grateful Tim after an accident on the highway. Rela- 
tively easy reading with the action and animal heroics so necessary to this age group.

A disappointing odyssey to follow Hilda Lewis' superb historical novel 
The Gentle Falcon. Peter Grant bought a very old model boat for a few shillings in 
Radcliff Village, an English seaside town. It proves to be a magic miniature vessel 
which will expand to carry all four Grant children into the distant past anywhere in 
the world,- to Egypt when the pyramids were new, to ancient Asgard, and to London at 
the time of William the Conqueror, where they meet Matilda, a child in the time of 
William the Conqueror. On a later visit the Grant children bring Matilda to the 
present where she is embroidering a tapestry for the local bazaar. All in all, a 
pretty dreary chronicle.

Allowed to drive the 
horse to Freeport to by himself, so that he may report to his family on the great 
debate between Stephen A. Douglas, the Little Giant, and "Honest Abe” Lincoln, Henry 
appreciates to the limit the unfettered joy in the world, in independence, in his 
right to change allegiance from Douglas to Lincoln after the thrill of talking to 
and shaking hands with Lincoln. He accepts, too, the rights of those about him, rich 
and poor, black and white, rights to freedom, rights to participate in government.

DANCING SHOES $2.95 


I'm afraid the pattern is growing thin after Ballet Shoes, Movie Shoes, 
Theatre Shoes,etc. Aunt Cora Wintle, who runs a training school for dancers in North 
London, deigned to take in her niece, Rachel, and Rachel's adopted sister, Hilary, when 
they were orphaned. Rachel longed to have Hilary become a ballerina and was disappointed 
when Aunt Cora made every effort to train Hilary to become a troupe dancer with her own 
act, the Wintle Wonders. Further discord was injected by Dulcie, Aunt Cora's only child, 
self-centered, calculating, ambitious. Finally, Rachel, all along considered the ugly 
duckling, wins for herself a role in a film, and recognizes the fact that Hilary does not 
share her aspirations for dancing as a pure art. Despite sentient portrayals of Aunt 
Cora and her partner, the plot thread somehow fails to cohere.

SECRET OF THE INDIAN MOUND $2.75 
Circumstantial evidence pointed to Joe Walkingstick, the Cherokee park ranger, 
as the person obstructing Alec Coatsworth and his cousin Jimmy as they dug into the old 
Indian mound on grandmother's farm in the west. The boys unearthed Indian artifacts and 
a skeleton. Before the boys solve the problem of the mysterious intruder at their diggings, 
they are involved in a shooting and locked up in the Cherokee's cabin. Then Uncie Zan, 
an archaeologist, rescues them and together they identify the thief as a mink which hasn't 
been hinted at anywhere until the final chapters. Characterization is sketchy, the locale 
is undefined and the action seems haphazard to this reader. Illustrated quite effectively 
with black and white ink drawings by Mary Stevens.

THE SILVER HILLS $3.00 


* Though her father suspected no betrayal by Matt Deering, his ex-partner in the 
Defender silver mine at Virginia City, Darcy, his daughter, was convinced that he had been 
cheated. The Nugget, Matt's new mine, was so prosperous that Jimmie, Matt's son, was 
apologetic about his friendship with Darcy. At the boarding house Darcy finds a friend 
in canny Timothy Goss, who steers her through a maze of chicanery to uncover Deering's 
treachery. A cave-in at the Nugget prompts an offer from Deering to buy the Defender, but 
Darcy outwits him by burning the contract before her father can sign it. Jimmie overhears 
his father planning to undermine the Defender mine and Darcy's father is then convinced 
that his claim has real value, and that Deering had defrauded him. The story starts 
swiftly, with a valid picture of Virginia City in its heyday. Darcy and her father are 
appealing and the narrative is well paced. Robert Frankenberg's drawings are effective 
black a which delineate the characters and suggest the dusty locale.

THE MINNOW LEADS TO TREASURE $3.00 


A formula plot in a new locale. The legendary treasure concealed in the old 
Codling house is sought by David Moss and Adam Codling in Great Barley County, England. 
The rhymed riddle bequeathed from generation to generation by Jonathon Codling in 1588 as 
he left to fight the Spanish Armada, was the key which enabled the boys to unearth the 
jewels and save the old Codling homestead for Aunt Dinah. The characters have a pleasant 
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English solidarity and the pleasures of pastoral Britain unfold with conviction as 
the boys unravel the mystery in Adam's canoe, the Minnow. This plot has kept 
publishing houses solvent for generations dating back to the Armada. A retread-set 
in Albion.

The dime store and the kitchen can yield up the scientific tools suggested 
here for observations of flora, fauna, the sky, animal and bird life. The author 
talks the language of children. She suggests practical experiments which most 
children could manage from fourth grade on through higher grades, without adult help. 
How to make a telescope of an oatmeal box, construction of a weather vane, mainte- 
nance of a bird feeding station are all covered here. Very useful, clearly illus- 
bape va tends to foster understanding and observation of Nature at work.

ANIMALS AND MEN IN ARMOR $3.75 


Nature equips many of her creatures with fortifications similar to the 
protective devices developed by knighthood. The author explores the parallel between 
the clubs, spikes and chain mail which fortified human warriors and their counter- 
parts, extinct and extant in the animal kingdom, i.e., the stegosaurus, ankylosaurus, 
triceratops of prehistoric times, and the contemporary armadillo, crocodile, turtle 
and porcupine. A synthesis of history, natural science and geology, distinctively 
illustrated in black and white, by the author.

Beals, Carleton Messner 
JOHN ELIOT: The Man Who Loved the Indians $2.95 


There is a dearth of material on John Eliot, the English divine who came 
to the new world, learned the Indian language, preached, promoted funds to finance 
translation and printing of his Indian Bible and established communities of his 
converts, the Praying Indians throughout Massachusetts. The first third of the story 
moves sluggishly through his education in Englard at Jesus College, his courtship 
of Hannah, his wife-to-be and recruitment of the group with which he emigrated. The 
author does not do his material -- which is a story of unlimited dramatic potential - 
justice. At one point he has the wife of a sachem use the words "blabbing about”. 
One does not sufficiently sense crushing conflicts, the betrayais or the vengeance 
inherent in the cataclysmic King Phiisip's War in which Eliot's Praying Indians were 
involved. Nor does the author's rendition agree in ail details with most sources. 
New England book shops and libraries might still wish to add this biography - making 
allowances for poetic license and the discrepancies which too often occur in historical 
biographies.

ANNIE OAKLEY $2.95 


The sharp shooting markswoman of her day, Phoebe Anne Moses, took her first 
target practice at the many game birds near her home in Ohio. Her father's death 
made her childhood somewhat rootless. To carry out a wager she pitted her skill with 
a rifle against Frank Butler's, a vaudeville player. She bested him at the contest 
and later married him. They toured together, then joined Buffalo Bill's Wild West 
Show, where her stage name, Annie Oakley, proved a drawing card in major cities 
across the United States and in Europe. Though they later joined other shows, she 
was never hap.y away from Buffalo Bill and Sitting Bull, the chief who regarded her 
almost as a daughter. The twilight years were richer for the home she and Frank 
bought in New Jersey, despite latter day ill health. Narration is pedestrian, but 
recent TV shows may bolster the appeal of this biography.

The aftermath of World War I and formation of the Axis form a prelude to Hitler's 
conquest of Europe and the Battle of Britain. The salient points of war in the Pacific 
are reported journalistically. A pithy precis which extracts the military significance 
and strategy of the fall of France, the bombing of London, the Russian and African 
campaigns, the U-boat war and Allied victory. Contemporary history set in the frame of 
reference is a vital need today.

Patterson helps young readers to envision both sides through the eyes of Tekakwitha and 
to understand the Indian girl's decision to reject tribal gods.

Clarence Darrow's life story is a record of milestones in jurisprudence -- of 
espousal of unpopular causes and defiance of the conventional. His sympathies were 
agnostic and socialistic and his conviction was that every man is entitled to defense in 
court. The ex-teacher began practice in Chicago and undertook defense of Eugene Debs, 
who had been indicted for conspiracy in the Railroad Union case. His success brought 
him other cases defending union interests. Often he used the witness stand to present 
to a national audience of newspaper readers the abuses of labor. In the Scopes trial he 
placed the Bible-reading Bryan on the witness stand, and by sentient questioning revealed 
the provinciality of the orator. After his defense of the MacNamara brothers in San 
Francisco, Darrow was himself accused of bribing a juror -- a charge of which he was 
later cleared. His first marriage was unsuccessful but he remarried later. A biography 
of a memorable advocate, which skillfully clarifies legal issues and depicts the evolu- 
tion of social progress.

Through the crooked streets of Montmartre 
which he was to immortalize, wanders Maurice, the illegitimate child of artist and 
model Suzanne Valadon; a teen-age drunkard who took up painting as work therapy; 
the friend of Modigliani and finally awarded the Legion of Honour. Written in a 
lusty and vivid style, the book is at its best when it deals with the simple people 
of Paris, the demi-mondaines of the art world; and with, Suzanne, her lovers, her 
wild parties, her incredible joie de vivre. It is less successful in introducing 
the great figures of the worlds of arts and letters--and they are all here--where 
the effect is often that of mere name-dropping.

* In its spoofing of service-public relations, "Cheers..." is similar to 
"Don't Go Near the Water". In its broad and low humor, preserved from farce by that 
siight touch of sadness, "Cheers..." is, if not of "No Time for Sergeants" caliber, 


at least of that tone. Major Barlow is a genius - an idiotic genius - a soldier who 
has such a grasp of, and worse, a belief in, the labyrinthian ways of standard 
operational procedures that, for him, the system works. Major Barlow and his public 
relations entourage (who got their jobs mainly because they knew nothing about them) 
composed of assorted characters, by sex obsessed, and a few loose-wristed gentlemen, 
fought the war behind the lines.

Then into this Eden comes a serpent in the form 
of Stan, a sophisticated classmate who takes over the island home as a club house 
and, when finally rebuffed by Biily and Parton, tries to destroy it. But Stan is 
only a forerunner in the march of shoddy middle-class progress. The island becomes 
part of a gimcrack housing development and the despairing Parton is killed ina 
storm. Civilization marches on; innocence is ruined by the world. This allegorical 
tale told by an unsophisticated youngster represents a radical and interesting 
departure from the author's previous books. It has considerable charm by virtue 
of its characters and setting, but the symbolism is played up to the detriment of 
narrative interest and reality.

All his beliefs are put to the test when he is captured by terrorists and forced, 
through torture, to reveal the camp cell-block in which Evagoras, a "patriot" awaiting

execution, is imprisoned. He doubts, at one point, Britain's necessity of keeping the 

island as a crown colony but it is Mallory's type for whom it is not to reason why. He

There is a subsidiary love affair between Mallory and an island patriot which neither 

adds nor detracts from the main thread. The story, although well-knit, timely, and good 
reporting of a believable situation, lacks vitality, immediacy and involvement.

Based on the 
notebooks of Anatol Ludwig Stiller, when in jail- after a six year disappearance, and on 
the comments of the prosecutor who hears his case, Stiller first appears- claiming he is 
not Stiller- a once prominent Swiss sculptor who had abandoned his wife, Julika, a 
tubercular, in Davos. It is Julika, who now identifies him and goes bail for him, who 
fills in for Stiller- and for the reader- the background to his desertion. Stiller 
appears to have been a rather contemptuous, contemptible, self-centered sort, not without 
his charm- to which the prosecutor's wife was also susceptible. When the case is heard, 
and on the evidence of others, Stiller's still-denied identity is returned to him, and 
he goes off to live with Julika- and only at her death faces his inability to accept him- 
self which is a part of a greater evasion. For the thoughtful reader, an enigma which 
has its subtler, deeper implications.

And this, the final volume, must in many ways 
have been the most difficult of all to write, for here, compressed into less than 400 pages, 
is a century which saw the British Empire come to fulfillment; the United States emerge 
from colonialism into a nation forged by fire; India, South Africa, Australia and New 
Zealand round out a pattern, two through successive uprisings, "minor" wars, seething un- 
rest, the other two from raw frontiers, dumps for the scum of streets and prisons, into 
self- sufficient areas with vast undeveloped wealth and progress before them. And Cunada- 
from the Maritime Provinces whence came lumber for the mother country's navy, to British 
Columbia, with immense untouched wilderness in between - begins to take shape as an entity 
capable of expansion and cohesion and a pride of identity. The scope of the volume pre- — 
cludes its providing the sense of intimate drama and human interest to the extent of the 
earlier books. But the grasp of the sense of history in the building, of the English 
speaking peoples encompassing the globe, of the warp and woof in the texture of drive, ima- 
gination, persistence, dogged courage that went into this achievement have enormous drama 
of their own. One on the outside, racing through these vivid pages, may well. find critical 
judgment in abeyance. For here indeed is the man who did not become the king's first 
minister to preside over the dismemberment of the empire, telling in his inimitable way the 
story of that empire. That politics and man's venality, that violence and inhumanity and @ 
greed, all went into that building is implicit, not glossed over. But that a great con- 
ception of a goal, an ideal was a part of the plan- this too comes through and gives any 
English speaking reader a sense of shared achievement in the record. This rounds out a 
great work, but stands firmly on its own.

THE DARK SISTER $3.95 


This long narrative poem is based on the Nordic legend of Freydis, half-sister 
of Leif Ericson, a dark woman of doom and disaster who led a group of Norsemen to Vinland- 
the country which her father Eric had discovered. The expedition ends in rape, inter- 
necine murder, and bloody raids by the Indians- and when Freydis returns to her native 
home- her final fate seems to be madness... The verse is very passable and is strongly 
reminiscent of the forms used by Robinson Jeffers; if it is colder, harder, firmer, it is 
suited to its Nordic subject.

Identity 
but if compared- this is also a psycho-sociological study- far more readable- and a 
very meaningful examination of the malaise of modern man. What Mr. Wheelis, a psychi- 
atrist, most clearly demonstrates is that our old identity has not been lost- but 
“outgrown” and that a new one is still to be established; there are no more "fixed 
points of reference" (in parental or religious precepts); there is no stability in 
the past- or the future; and if- through psychoanalysis- there is a greater exten- 
sion of awareness- it can offer only insights, not values. Where once work, thrift 
and will were the key words- we have replaced flexibility, adjustment, warmth; there 
have been changes in morality- its source and its site; in conformity- which now ex- 
ists largely in relation to one's contemporaries. Analysis, less well suited to treat 
20th century disorders, aimlessness and futility- than the more clear-cut symptom 
neuroses, can only offer a technique of investigation- not a way of life..... Mr. 
Wheelis, who varies his theory with fictional, illustrative inserts (one of which 
appeared in the New Yorker), is a sharp but subtle commentator- and he orients the 
current disorientation for an uneasy, questioning, thoughtful audience.

Based on notebooks and articles by the author, a newspaperman, this book 
combines true tales of crime detection with biography of the poor-boy-to-fame variety, 
its hero Edgar Oscar Heimrich, pioneer in scientific crime detection whose methods are 
now routine in all modern police iaboratories, its scene to a large extent the West Coast 
and California. Endowed with an enquiring and accurate mind and a fine memory Heimrich, 
born in Wisconsin in 1881, grew up in Tacoma, Washington, becoming interested in pharmacy 
in his teens when he worked in a drugstore, later working his way through the college of 
chemistry of the University of California. Appointed chief chemist of Tacoma he studied 
everything pertaining to crime and its detection, becoming an authority in such differing 
subjects as inks, ballistics and geology. In 1916 he reorganized the police department 
of Alameda, California and in 1918 became city manager of Boulder, Colorado, leaving the 
position to take over the practice of a San Francisco hand-writing expert who had died. 
Here he spent the rest of his life, establishing his own laboratory, lecturing on crime 
detection at the University of California, acting as consultant to governments and as an 
expert witness in endless cases, always basing his testimony on the findings of science 
alone. The book describes many of Heimrich's cases in detail, one of the most character- 
istic being that of the three D'Autremont brothers, who in an attempted train robbery in 
1923 murdered four men and vanished without trace. From a pair of discarded and worn 
overalls, almost his only clue, Heimrich built up a description of Roy D'Autremont -- age, 
height, coloring, occupation -- which led to the eventual capture of all three of the 
brothers. Written in vigorous journalistic style, sometimes repetitious but never dull, 
the book should delight addicts of both fictional and factual crime as well as those 
interested in crime detection per se; it should also serve as antidote to those tales of 
violence supposedly corrupting today's youth. A volume for public and lending libraries, 
its appeal may be to men rather than to women, but boys in their late teens should enjoy 
it, as should TV addicts in search of brief respite from their favorite amusement.

THE GENTLE TAMERS: Women of the Old Wild West $5.00 


Take the sub-title rather than the title for your guide, as "The Gentle 
Tamers" seems to this reader a misnomer for the tales of some 25 women who crossed 
the Western trails or settled there in the oldand not-so-old days. Actually, the 
imprint left by these women is slight; and where fame has accumulated as in the case 
of Carrie Nation, the saloon-smashing prowess could hardly be termed "gentle". One 
whose mark was considerable was the charming Narcissa Whitman, wife of the missionary, 
who went with her husband to Oregon in 1836. Her diary might well have been more 
amply quoted as it is a delight. The author gives more space to Josephine Meeker, 
captured by Ute Indians in 1879 at the White River (Colorado) massacre; and to 
Frances Grummond, who wrote an excellent book of her own experiences in the four 
months spent in 1866 at Fort Phil Kearney on the Bozeman Trail, and whose husband 
died in the Fetterman massacre. Elizabeth Custer, widow of the somewhat tarnished 
"hero" of the Little Big Horn; Lotta Crabtree, the actress, and a wide variety of 
other figures- prostitutes, actresses, wives of gold-seekers, settlers and soldiers 
make up the roster. Sacagewea, th: squaw who helped guide Lewis and Clark, Jessie 
Fremont, wife of the explorer, and others who seem of greater significance, are not 
included. Although the material is well presented and the result of honest research, 
the book seems unmotivated and something of a hodgepodge, and those familiar with 
the historical record will find it disappointing. Possibly its market is more for 
the uninitiated, for high school students seeking Western data, and certainly for 
women rather than men. Maybe it will lead to further reading. 


Gardiner, Harold, S.J.- 4d. Scribner 
AMERICAN CLASSICS RECONSIDERED $4.95 


This symposium is an evaluation of the 19th century authors- Emerson, 
Cooper, Hawthorne, Brownson, Longfellow, Thoreau, Melville, Whitman and the literary 
historians of the time, from the point of view which suggests, but does not insist, 
that their achievement can best be evaluated in the light of the extent to which 
they agree with Christian tradition, not how far they fell short of it. The several 
authors here attempt to demonstrate, if obliquely, that the "19th century classics 
betray in their awareness of man and the universe more concern with a "faith" of 
pre-Puritan ancestry than has been generally conceded..." That, Emerson who “never 
spoke to men in the mass", Cooper, the "myth maker", Whitman who “made the ego the 
chief object of contemplation" and the rest,- in the philosophical and theological 
aspects of their work, considered as central themes:- the “oneness” of the universe 
and man's place in it; the indwelling of God in the soul; the oneness of men as 
brothers; the nature of sin and responsibility; and the relation of the individual 
to society, is the evidence which supports the purpose of this study. But these 
thoughts are of perennial consequence. It seems obvious, if not heretofore as 
cogently and competently stated, that these American giants should be viewed against 
the larger background of Western thought. An erudite effort of value to the scholar 
and serious reader with perhaps a slight emphasis on the Catholic market.

In this volume on the Civil War, Mr. Stern begins this record with Lincoln's 
second inauguration, when Sheridan had already completed his devastation of the 
Shenandoah Valley and when the thirteenth amendment had already become effective. Drawing 
extensively on documents, letters, and accounts of soldiers in the field, he devotes 
considerable time to the battles preceding Richmond, particularly the engagement at Five 
Forks which has been called the "Waterloo of the Confederacy" and which broke Lee's hold 
on Petersburg and Richmond. Through Appomattox, the assassination of the president (on 
which event the author has written previously) to that crucial aftermath which hardly 
seemed worth the price of death, destruction and despair, scenes, men and events are 
vividly described. And if the telling gives to the principals, especially Grant, more 
than is their due, the effort is, nevertheless, contrived in intimate confrontation and a 
sense of immediacy.

AL SMITH AND HIS AMERICA $3.50 


This volume is the 18th addition to the Library of American Biography series 
edited by Oscar Handlin. Drawn from abundant sources, this is an excellent exposition 
of the rise and decline of that self-made man - the East Sider- and of the times which 
made him an idol and later made him a bystander. In the early 1900's up through the 
Assembly, the Board of Aldermen, the state legislature, to the Governor's seat, Smith rode 
high on the immigrant, liberal, progressive and Tammany impetus which delighted in seeing © 
"one of their own" in the top spots. And it was largely this city people's fervor which 
convinced Smith that he could carry the nation in 1928. The author denies any single 
cause for Smith's defeat in that election. The outcome of both 1928 and 1932, in damaging 
Smith's confidence in the promised land of equal opportunity, made for his subsequent 
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maligning of the New Deal and his alignment with the policies of men like Father 
Coughlin, policies which, earlier in the day, he would violently have repudiated. 
Because Smith was no theorist and necessarily thrived on concrete issues, Roosevelt's 
forcing him to the sidelines after 1932 was the beginning of the end for "happy 
warrioring".

A compact and eminently readable high spotting of the process of growth 
from amoeba to Mozart suffers perhaps from the fact that the author, while a scien- 
tist, is also a novelist. In roughly 250 pages, he traces the development of life 
from unicellular beginnings through the stages of evolution in different geologic 
ages to the coming of mammals, the primates and man. En route he discusses the 
Mendelian theory, sketches the argument between the neo-Darwinians and the neo- 
Lamarckians, and puts the basic question of the new battlefield in the field of 
genetics. A scientist would take issue with both omissions and commissions. The 
book is aimed, rather, at the reasonably well-informed layman, who may well go on 
for himself to observe what happens in the world of nature. The text is copiously 
illustrated with line drawings and photographs. Its lack of bibliography may prove 
a stumbling block, but its vitality may well provide a springboard for students who 
find it in school and college libraries.

* This should be bracketed with Sir Winston's own The Great Democracies (see p. 
102- this issue), for the experience of reading the two books, the one after the other, 
which this reader did by chance, is one not to be missed. The first two thirds of Mr. 
Rowse's book (a successor to his fascinating The Early Churchills) gives the heart of 
that period of history that Sir Winston has covered in the 19th century through the pa- 
geant of the shifting fortunes of one of England's great families. One meets again the 
indomitable Sarah, widow of the great Marlborough, holding the fortunes of the family in 
her hands, and pulling the strings. One sees the sons in the Georgian pericd, in the 
Regency, through the Victorian era, as rakes and soldiers, politicians, statesmen and dig- 
nitaries of the church, as connoisseurs of the arts, as trail blazers of empire. The 
interweaving of the American background comes with intermarriage- as the New World pours 
new blood into ancient stock. And where one has glimpsed in intimate detail the many- 
faceted life of England's great figures against the changing pattern of court and expand- 
ing empire, one now gets a closeup picture of New York society in an era that still holds 
the glitter and the gold. All this portion of the book fits right into the pattern of 
Empire building in The Great Democracies - human history documenting world history. The 
final third is Sir Winston's own career, and carries through to his retirement. Mr. Rowse 
is a thorough scholar; his approach to biography is at no point that of the popularizer. 
The general reader, seeking a glib, facile recreation of history and the people that made 
it, may find the meticulous documentation, the minutiae that make up this family portrait 
too laborious. But for one interested in finding himself almost a student again, seeking r 
out those contemporary records that rebuild history, The Churchills provides its own savor 
of drama in the making.
